WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. 


(AP)—In the closing days 
of the session three ques- 
tions are casting filibuster 
shadows over the senate. 


One is a difference in 


views over the proposed 
$24,000,000

prohibition enforcement; 
another 


revolves around the navy depart- 
ment measure carrying funds for 
the cruiser construction program, 
and the third hinges on the opposi- 
tion of Senator Walsh, democrat, 
Montana, to a provision in the in- 
terior department bill which would 
authorize the secretary of the in- 
terior to condemn 
any privately 
owned lands in public parks. All 
the bills affected are appropriation 
measures. 
The prohibition item was added 
by the senate to the first deficien- 
cy bill, and 
Republican 
leaders 
have decided to let that bill die and 
to leave the $24,000,000 out of the 
second 
deficiency bill. 
Senator. 
Glass, Democrat, Virginia, has de- 
clared that if this program is fol- 
owed the second deficiency . bill 
would have a hard time getting i 
ihrough the senate. This wag in- 
terpreted as a filibuster threat by 
the Virginian. 


Naval Bill Blocked. 
Yesterday Senator Blaine, Repub- 
lican, Wisconsin, blocked an 
at- 
tempt by Chairman Hale of the Na- 
val affairs committee, to get the 
naval bill before the seriate. Later 
In the day Senator Swanson, of 
Missouri, asked for unanimous con- 
sent to take up the naval bill. Sen- 
ator Blaine, an opponent of the 
cruiser program, smiled 
genially 
but he again objected and for the 
second time it was decided that a 
filibuster threatened. 
Senator Walsh gave notice to 
the senate that he would discuss at 
some length the conference report 
on the interior department bill.

Strange Sabeans of Unknown Racial Stock, Who are 


Still Disciples of John the Baptist—Growth the 


. Hallmark of Genuine Christianity.

One of the strange groups of peo- 


ple to be found along the 
Tigris 


River, in Mesopotamia, are the Sa- 
beans, whose center of population 
is Amarrn, but who also .have a col- 
ony in Bagdad and another is Bos- 
ra. They are clever craftsmen in 
'silver, which is their hereditary oc- 
cupation. These Sabeans. light in 
color, with finely chiselled features. 
are manifestly, of a different racial 
stock from the Arabs, the Syrians 
and the Persians. No one knows 
their origin, and they never marry 
outside their own group. 


Their religion also is a mystery, 


although they call themselves dis- 
ciples of John the Baptist, and prac- 
tice frequent immersion. There are 
also traces of the 
old Chaldean 


star-worship in it. 


It Is somewhat startling to find 


, living folk back in the religious 
! faith that heralded the coming of 
Jesus. Yet the same thing existed 
in Ephesus, as told in the nine- 
teenth chapter of the Acts, where 
the disciples had 
been 
baptized 


only with John's baptism. So nat- 
urally do we postulate growth that 
a static faith surprises us. Every 
thoughtful traveter in the 
Near 
East is impressed with the fixity of 
the old churches there. The gen- 
ius of Christianity is progress, for 
the individual believer and for the 
kingdom. 
"Grow 
in 
grace"— 


"Changed from glory into glory"— 
"Then shall we know, if,we follow 
on to know the Lord"—"Forgetting 
those things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward 
the mark"—so runs the teaching of 
the New Testament. 


Tigris River Christians. 
Nevertheless, some Christians are 


like the Tigris River Sabeans—still 
stuck where they were at the be- 
ginning. They have no more relig- 
ion than they had ten or twentty 
years ago. Their knowledge of the 
Gospel is nn greater, their exper- 
ience of Christ no more personal, 
their religious efficiency no larger. 
All the while the Bible teaching is 
clear: 
"This is the will of God, 


aven your sanctification," or hou- 
ness. 
The Christian church is an insti- 


tution for the production and per- 
fection of saints. If it has not that 
output, its business is a failure. 
One of our day's dangers in religion 
is that we shall consider the church 
primarily as a social agency, for 
abolishing war. forending race dis- 
tinctions and for remedying indus- 
trial ills. All of these and allied 
objectives are desirable; but they 
are not the first objective of 
the 


church. That basic aim is to se- 
cure the salvation and sanctifica- 
tion of individual human beings. 
Once let the church be made up of 
growing Christians and they will 
automatically 
eliminate unchris- 


tian conditions in the world. 
Christians 
can no 
more help 


growing in holiness and helpful- 
ness, if they live in the right at- 
mosphere, have the right spiritual 
food and the right soul-exercise, 
than children can help growing into 
maturity. 
All the laws and forces 


of the Christian life conspire 
to 


produce robust disciples. And ever 
beyond are new heights to be reach- 
ed; perfection may be pursued, but 
not attained this side of glory. The 
saintlicst are the most aspiring, and 
tlrs most humble. Father Ryan's 
"Song of the Mystic" Iglimpses the 
truth tauTht by Paul that "It. doth 
not yet appear what we shall be":— 
"But far on the deep there are bil- 


lows 
That never shall break on 
the 


beach; 


And I have heard songs in the Si- 


lence 
That never shall float into speech; 
And I have had dreams in the Val- 


ley 
Too K ty for language to reach. 


As It Was With Peter. 
Our day's lesson text deals large- 


ly with the story of Peter, the com- 
monplace, 
blundering, 
wabbling 


fisherman who became a saint and 


a hero. He is an outstanding New 
Testament 
illustration 
of 
how 


growth, 
follows 
fellowship 
with 


Christ. 
An ordinary crude, cal- 


loused, unkept and smelly fisher- 
man-peasant he was when Jesus 
found him. None of his ideas went 
very far or were very fine. Ho had 
the" spiritual timidity of the lusty 
bumpkin. His impulses were quick 
and undirected 
like 
those of a 


child, but he lacked stability and 
the finer qualities of heroism. More 
unpromising material for the mak- 
ing of a great Christian 
leader 


could scarcely he imagined. 


Keeping company with Jesus did 


for Peter what no university course 
could have done. And at the end-- 
after his shameful denial and re- 
creancy at the Master's trial—Peter 
became a mlghtly leader, a heroic 
champion of Christ's cause, an ir- 
resistable orator, a broad-minded 
exponent of the new truth, n pillar 
of the faith, a glorious martyr of 
the Gospel, and one of the earth's 
short roll of immortals. 
And the Power that transformed 
Peter is available today to effect 
equal growth In every other disci- 
ple. 
Audacity 
and 
ambition of 


faith seem strangely lacking In the 
brotherhood; we have not half bo- 
gun to produce the great Christians 
that the kingdom needs and that 
God desires. 
An untutored Yankee shoe sales- 


man in Chicago, who seemed un- 
balanced in his religious zeal, once, 
avowed that he would 
see what 


God could do with a wholly conse- 
crated man. That was Dwight T,. 
Moody, and he became the mighty 
evangelist whose influence still fer- 
tilizes the whole world, in the per- 
sons of men and women whom he 
led to Christ. 
Thomas S. Jones, Jr., puts 
the 
general thought in simple lines:— 


"Across the fields of yesterday 
He sometimes comes back to me 


A little lad just back from play— 


The lad I used to be. 


"And yet he smiles so wistlfully 


Once he has crept within, 


I wonder if he hopes to'see 
The man I might have been." 


One Wav Out for the. World. 
There will not long be grave po- 


litical and industrial 
and 
social 


problems If the church quickly be- 
comes efficient in her essential 
work of producing better 
Chris- 


tians. The really short cut out. of 
the mire in which society is bog- 
ged is to increase the number and 
quality of working Christians. 
As 


it was in rotten old Rome, so 
it 


may also be in rotten New York 
and Chicago, that the power of the 
Christians change the life of the 
city.

FIVE PRISONERS CONVICTED 


Of KILLING NEWSPAPER

(AP)—Five prisoners, 


including Pat McDermott, 
flayer of Don R. Mellett, 
Canton editor, sawed their 
way to freedom from the 
Ohio penitentiary today. 


Warden Preston S. Thomas, said 


the men sawed their way from their 
cells, went to the roof of the cell 
block, climbed over his house and 
down into the street by a rope lad- 
der. The escape was 
discovered 


about seven a. m., by a guard who 
saw the rope hanging over 
the 


wall. 
Besides McDermott those who es- 


caped are: James A. Walton, .28, 
serving a sentence from Cuyahoga 
county for robbery. 
Mike Jackow. 19. Cuyahoga coun- 


ty, serving a life sentence for mur- 
der.William W. Young, 36. Washing- 
ton county, serving a life sentence 
for murder. 
Joe Russo, 23, a Clevelander, 


serving a sentence for robbery. 
None of the guards who were 


on duty in the cell house at the 
time of the escape were aware of 
the fact that the men had gone 
over the wall. 
-McDermott Trigger Man. 


McDermott, "trigger man" in the 


Mellett murder, was sentenced 
to 


life on Christmas eve In 1926 after 
a trial which lasted several weeks. 


The delivery was made from the 


.third tier of the new cell block. 
Mattress material was used to maie 
the ladder the prisoners used in 
descending to the ground. 
Warden Thomas said that one 
bar on each of the three cell* was 
sawed in two, permitting the pris- 
oners to get through. He said he 
believed the bars had been sawed 
with a hack saw that was prob- 
ably taken from a plumber's tool 
kit.Seven other men held in the 
three cells, each* of which housed 
four prisoners, refused to escape.

the men took in leaving the peni- 
tentiary. All extra guards 
were 
tent out to search near the prison 
Immediately after the escape was 
discovered and police of surround- 
tn-r towns and cities were notified..

jected by the Clevelnnd group was 
exceeded

today's 
proposals,

Chartiers & Youghiogheny, Char- 
tiers Southern, Monongahela, Pitts- 
burg & West Virginia lines east of 
the Ohio, and the West Side Belt 
of Pittsburgh. 
The systems named 


were all treated as bridge or ter- 
minal properties, and it was sug- 
gested that the New York Central, 
Pennsylvania, and Baltimore
